ABANDONED EAST OF COLUMBIANA 


Change from One ( ar to Another Five Miles 
East of Holdup Scene, Near Crossroads, 
Witnessed by Farm Couple 


While state police in both Ohio and Pennsylvania sought 
to trace the bandit quartet which yesterday noon staged a 
spectacular holdup of the Union Banking Co., bank at Co­ 
lumbiana, and escaped with at least $9,000, the authorities 
today had established the ownership of the stolen car used 
by the bandits in their get-away. 
E. P. Funkhouuer, president of the bank, announced 
yesterday following the holdup that the bandits had escaped 
with $3,000, but after making a more thorough checkup to­ 
day, revised that figure to $9,000. 
The machine, a 1936 black sedan, abandoned by tlie ban­ 
dits after they had fled eastward five miles from the scene 
of the holdup and had then transferred to another car, which 
evidently had been waiting for them, was stolen in Canton 
last Saturday night. 
The car was taken from Paul I*!. Myers, Canton auto 
dealer, who was accosted at the comer of Twelfth st., and 
Cleveland ave., N\V, by a lone gunman who stepped into 
Myers' auto and forced the dealer to drive west on Twelfth 
st., to the vicinity of Serpentine road where the thug or­ 
dered Myers to turn into a lane 
that leads to the H. H. 
Timken estate. 
arm ed with a 
m achine gun, the
